Very few people have seen a real 
living girafie in this country. Nearly 
every show that advertises here puts 
up bright colored bills of this beauti- 
fully spotted and gentle animal, but 
Jibe specimen they p r ^ s e to exhibit 
either turns out a stuffed skin or none 
at all. Adam Forepaugh, who is to 
exhibit here on Tuesday, June 3d, 
and who is the largest wild beast im- 
porter on the American continent, has 
at last succeeded, after great expense 
and much care and labor, in bringing 
over from Central Africa a full-grown 
specimen of this rare and lovely ani- 
m il. 
It stands near twenty feet when 
erect, and is as delicate and gentle asa 
faun, with an eye which, for softness 
and brilliancy, rivals the gazelle's^ It 
has long been demonstrat<;d that these 
animals, on account of the extreme 
delicacy of their constitution, will not 
live longer than two years in this 
climate of sudden changes. In winter 
time Mr. Forepaugh is compelled to 
keep his cameleopard in" a room tem- 
pered to warm heat, with almost all 
ventilation shut off. 
Even these mild 
spring days a hot stove has been kept 
in his cage as he passes over the road 
from stand to stand, and then there is 
great danger that he will take cold 
and sicken. Death would be the re- 
sult oí a chill, and it would occur in a 
few hours. 


But the strangest part of this giraffe 
history is that Mr. Forepaugh has not 
only domesticated this animal, but 
bas successCully broken him to work 
in harness. Timid and delicate as the 
giraffe is, this task has been of no com- 
mon undertaking. He is still shy, 
but tractable, and yields as gracefully 
as a girafie can to the influence of the 
reins. As proof that the harness-bro- 
ken giraffe is really with Forepangh's 
Noachian Menagerie, we reproduce 
the following newspaper extracts:

This morning, in the criminal court, 


Messrs. Bell and Robert Stratton, at- 
torneys for Didier Duplein, who is 
under conviction of an attempt upon 
the life o£ his wife, the penalty having 
been fixed at five years in the peniten- 
tiary, filed written reasons in support 
of their motion for a new trial.
